WITHOUT VOTE, THE COMMITTEE JUNE 24ADOPTED A STATEMENT ON 
FRENCH SOMALILAND (DJIBOUTI) WHICH EXPRESSED SATISFACTION 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THAT DJIBOUTI WOULD ATTAIN INDEPENDENCE JUNE 27, EXTENDED 
WARM CONGRATULATIONS, AND "EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE THAT THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY WILL RENDER ALL POSSIBLE ASSISTANCE 
TO THE GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE OF DJIBOUTI FOR THE CONSOLIDATION

KHALEE (IRAQ) WAS PLEASED THAT THE US PROVIDED EMERGENCY 
ASSISTANCE TO GUAM ALTER TYPHOON PAMELA; NOTED THAT THE USG 
WAS AWARE OE THE NEED TO DIVERSITY THE ECONOMY IN ORDER
